“If you find you’ve acci¬ 
dentally caused a fire when 
smoking or through some 
other carelessness, call the 
Fir e Department, even if 
you think you’ve put it out,” 
Chief Brown said. 

“The Fire Department 
would rather answer many 
calls to a fire ‘out on ar¬ 
rival,’ than to one where 
there’s been a big loss of 
property, an injury or death. 

“If you have the slightest 
doubt about a fire, ask for 
help from your Fire Depart¬ 
ment. It’s the safest way.”

As a boy it was so easy to justify a fight. 
Publicly you gloated over your opponent’s 
bloody nose (and privately you wished that 
his had been the black eye with its more- 
lasting embarrassment).

maritime strikes, small con¬ 
tingents of unionists have 
shut down port operations 
in many seacoast cities, 
crippling ocean commerce 
and hurting U.S. businesses 
and working people nation¬ 
wide. In New Jersey and 
other states, militant dairy 
farmers, protesting milk 
prices, have turned over 
milk tnucks and engaged in 
other acts of hoodlumism. 
In California, a small num¬ 
ber of unionists in grape¬ 
growing areas have o r - 
ganized a nationwide boy¬ 
cott, damaging the interests 
of the growers and stores 
that sell California grapes 
in many states. In Mem¬ 
phis, Tenn., a strike by gar- 
bagemen created terrible 
turmoil. 

On many campuses, small, 
highly-organized groups of 
students and faculty have 
brought famous universities 
to a standstill. At Columbia 
University in New York City, 
for example, these militants, 
acting as though the law 
did not apply to the m, 
seized university buildings, 
wrecked the contents of ad¬ 
ministrative offices and des¬ 
troyed scholarly papers be¬ 
longing to a professor who 
did not support the occupa¬ 
tion of Columbia. 

Unquestionably, the A- 
merican people are sick of 
these incidents and furious 
because the law and other 
applicable regulations have 
not been employed against 
the fomenters of strife. It is 
time for disturbers of the 
peace, who have enjoyed 
special privileges thes e eight 
years past, be prosecuted to 
the fullest extent of the law. 
If a vagrant is to be prose¬ 
cuted for house-breaking, 
for eaxmple, a Ph.D candi¬ 
date who smashes his way 
into a university building 
should be prosecuted with 
equal vigor. 

The time has come to in¬ 
sist that the law be ap¬ 
plied as firmly against self- 
proclaimer “dissenters” as 
against the garden variety 
of troublemaker and hood¬
